1 . (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback apparatus 
comprising: 

a storage for storing a plurality of style data[,] each of which conta i ns has a 
plurality of constituent parts roprosont i ng regarding accompaniment^ and for storing 
user's performance data wh i ch conta i n mu l tip l e parte: having a plurality of performing 
parts, wherein each of the constituent parts and the performing parts contains a series 
of musical tone event data arranged in time series, and the user's performance data are 
created by a user: 

a first display section for displaying contents of the performing parts included in 
the user's performance data in a time-series manner: 

a style selector for a l low i ng a usor to co l oct selecting desired style data and for 
a l low i ng tho user to indopondontly dos i gnato a constituent part w i th i n the p l ural i ty of 
const i tuent parts of tho dos i rod from among the plurality of style data in accordance 
with a user's instruct ion :^aft€[ 

a copy ed i tor for al l ow i ng ucor to copy tho dos i gnatod constituent part of tho 
d esi r e d s ty l e data to a spec i f i c part that is des i gnat e d by tho usor w i th i n tho mult i p i o 
parts of tho user's performance data. 

a second display section for displaying blocks designating the constituent parts 
included in the selected style data: and 
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a controller for allowing at least one of the blocks, which is selected by the 
user's instruction and is displayed in the second display section, to move to a desired 
time-related position within a desired performing part displayed in the first display 
section, thus writing a series of the musical tone event data, included in the constituent 
part designated by at least one block that is selected, to the desired time-related 
position in the desired performing part. 

2. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus according to claim 1 further comprising a pitch modifier for automatically 
modifying tone pitches of the dosignatod selected constituent part of the style dataj 
wh i ch ar e to bo cop ie d to the s p e c i f i c part of tho user's performanc e data, to su i t to 
chord informat i on . 

3. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus according to claim 1 , wherein the first display section displays the content of 
the performing part included in the user's performance data as the block, tott^ 
compr i s i ng 

a porformanco data w i ndow for providing aroas that aro arranged i n a t i me 
sor i os manner to record tho user's porformanco data w i th rospoct to tho mu l t i ple parte 
on a screen, and 

a sty l o data window for disp l ay i ng tho p l ura l ity of const i tuent parte of tho cty l o 
data on th e s cr ee n, 

where i n tho copy ed i tor i mp i omonts copying of tho dos i gnatod const i tuent part 
of th e sty le data to the sp e c i f i c part of th e us e r's performanc e data on tho scroon by 
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a ll ow i ng tho usor to dos i gnato tho conct i tuont part of tho sty l o data i n tho sty l o data 
w i ndow and dos i gnato tho spoc i f i c part of tho usor's porformanco data w i th i n tho aroas 
of tho p e rformanoo data w i ndow. 

4. (Currently Amended) A performance data information edit and playback 
apparatus comprising: 

a storage for storing style data conta i n i ng mult i p l e const i tuent parts and usor'c 
porformanco data conta i n i ng mu l t i p l e parts: and having prescribed accompaniment 
parts and for storing user's performance data having accompaniment parts and other 
performing parts (not related to the accompaniment, such as melodv parts), wherein the 
style data are fixed and are not rewritten, and the user's performance data are created 
by a user: 

a selector for al l ow i ng a usor to a l tornat i vo l y soloct e i ther a proccr i bod part 
w i th i n tho mu l t i p l e parts of tho usor's porformanco data or one of tho constituent parte of 
th e sty l o data, selecting one of the accompaniment parts included in the user's 
performance data and the prescribed accompaniment parts included in the style data in 
accordance with a user's instruction: and 

where i n simu l tanoouc reproduct i on i s performed on either tho proccr i bod part of 
tho usor's porformanco data or tho conct i tuont part of tho sty l o data, wh i ch i c 
altornat i voly se l ected, togothor w i th at l east ono part of tho user's porformanco data 
exclud i ng tho proscr i bed part, a playback device for plavino back the other performing 
parts included in the user's performance data in parallel with one of the accompaniment 
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parts included in the user's performance data and the prescribed accompaniment parts 



included in the style data. 



5. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus according to claim 4^ wherein th e pr e scr i b e d part of both of the 
accompaniment parts included in the user's performance data and at least ono of tho 
plura li ty of const i tuent part s of and the prescribed accompaniment parts included in the 
style data commonly share a same tone-generation channel or a same tone color. 

6. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus comprising: 

a storage for storing user's performance data that conta i ns mult i p l o including a 
plurality of parts; 

a part selector for allowing a user to arb i trar il y select a specific part within the 
mu l t i plo plurality of parts of included in the user's performance data, so that the user 
proceeds to recording of performance data on the specific part by operating a record 
switch and a start switch; 

a record mode discriminator for discriminating whether a recording part 
representing a porformanco performing part set to a record mode exists w i thin sa i d 
mu l t i p l o in the plurality of parts form i ng included in the user's performance data; and 

a display manner changer for changing a display manner of the start switch in 
response to a discrimination result. 
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7. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus comprising: 

a storage for storing u se r' s p e rformance data conta i n i ng mu l t i p le parts and a 
plura li ty of s ty le data e ach of wh i ch conta i n a p l ura li ty of con s t i tu e nt parts r e pr e sent i ng 
accompan i m e nt a plurality of style data having constituent parts regarding 
accompaniment and for storing user's performance data having a plurality of performing 
parts, wherein each of the constituent parts and the performing parts includes a series 
of musical tone event data that are arranged in time series, and the user's performance 
data are created by a user : 

a style selector for a ll ow i ng a usor to arbitrar il y so le ct d e s i r e d selecting desired 
style data from among the plurality of style data in accordance with a user's instruction : 

a display for displaying on a screen a performance data window, show i ng 
contents of th e mu l tip i o parts which displays content of the user's performance data with 
regard to each of performing parts in a time series manner and a style data window^ 
which displays each of blocks representing the constituent parts showing content of the 
desired style data that are selected by the usor ; 



a copy ed i tor for a ll owing tho usor to copy a const i tuont part of the dos i rod sty l o 
data i n the sty l o data w i ndow to a s p e c i f i c part with i n the mu l t i p i o parts of th e user's 
performance data i n tho performance data w i ndow controller for allowing at least one of 
the blocks, which is displayed in the style data window and is selected in accordance 
with the user's instruction, to a desired time-related position within a desired performing 
part displayed in the performance data window, thus writing a series of the musical tone 
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event data, included in the constituent part designated by at least one block that is 
selected, to the time-related position within the desired performing part: 

a pitch modifier for automatically modifying tone pitches designated by the 
series of the musical tone event data, included in the of tho cop ie d constituent part

8. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus according to claim 7 further comprising: 

a selector for a ll owing tho user to a l ternative l y se l ect one of tho cpoc i f i c selecting 
one of a part of the plurality of performing parts included in the user's performance data 
and the constituent part s included in e^the desired style data, both of which are 
a ll ocated to a same tone gonoration channe l , in accordance with a user's instruction. 
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wherein both of the part of the plurality of performing parts included in the user's 
perfornnance data and the constituent parts included in the desired style data are 
assigned to a same tone-generation channel. 

9. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
apparatus according to claim 7 . wherein recording is started on the part of the plurality 
of performing parts included in the user's performance data in response to operations of 
a record switch and a start switch displayed on the screen of the displav,- furtl^ 
compr isi ng 

said performance information edit and playback apparatus further comprising: 
a record mode discriminator for discriminating whether the epoc i f i c part 

corresponds to a rocord i ng part, which i s cot to a record mode, or a non record i ng part 

wh i ch i s not sot to tho record mode performing parts being subiected to recording are 

set to a record mode or a non-record mode : and 

a display manner changer for changing a display manner of the start switch in 

response to a discrimination result. 

10. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
method comprising th e st e p s of : 

storing a p l ural i ty of sty l o data each of wh i ch conta i ns a p l ural i ty of conctituont 
parts roprosont i ng accompanimont and UGor'c porformanco data wh i ch conta i n mu l t i p l e 
parts; 

a ll ow i ng a us e r to sele ct des i red sty l o data; 
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al l ow i ng tho usor to i ndopondont l y doc i gnato a conct i tuont part w i thin tho 
p l ura li ty of conct i tuont parts of tho docirod sty l o data; and 

a l low i ng us e r to copy th e dosignat e d con s t i tuont part of th e d esi r e d sty le data to 
a s p e o i f i c part that is d e s i gnated by tho us e r w i th i n th e mu l t i p le parts of th e us e r' s 
porformanco data. 

a storage for storing style data having prescribed accompaninnent parts and for 
storing user's performance data having accompaniment parts and other performing 
parts (not related to the accompaniment, such as melody parts), wherein the style data 
are fixed and are not rewritten, and the user's performance data are created by a user: 

a selector for selecting one of the accompaniment parts included in the user's 
performance data and the prescribed accompaniment parts included in the style data in 
accordance with a user's instruction: and 

a playback device for playing back the other performing parts included in the 
user's performance data in parallel with one of the accompaniment parts included in the 
user's performance data and the prescribed accompaniment parts included in the style 
data. 

1 1 . (Previously Amended) A performance data edit and playback method 
comprising the steps of: 

storing style data containing a plurality of constituent parts and user's 
performance data containing multiple parts; 
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allowing a user to alternatively select either a prescribed part within the multiple 
parts of the user's performance data or one of the plurality of constituent parts of the 
style data, 

allowing simultaneous reproduction on either the prescribed part of the user's 
performance data or the constituent part of the style data, which is alternatively 
selected, together with at least one part of the user's performance data excluding the 
prescribed part. 

12. (Currently Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
method comprising tho stops of : 

stor i ng user' s p e rformanc e data that conta i n s mu l t i p i o parts; 

a ll ow i ng a u se r to arb i trar il y so l oct a s p e c i f i c part w i th i n th e mu l t i p le of tho 
us e r's porformanco data, so that tho usor proc ee ds to r e cord i ng of p e rformanc e data on 
th e s p e cif i c part by op e rat i ng a r e cord sw i tch and a start switch; 

d i scr i minat i ng whether a rocord i ng part roprosont i ng a porformanco part sot to a 
record modo ex i sts w i th i n sa i d mu l t i p i o parts form i ng tho user's porformanco data ; and 

chang i ng a disp l ay manner of tho start switch in response to a d i scr i m i nation 

r e su l t. 

a storage for storing user's performance data including a plurality of parts: 
a part selector for allowing a user to select a specific part within the plurality of 
parts included in the user's performance data, so that the user proceeds to recording of 
performance data on the specific part by operating a record switch and a start switch: 
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a record mode discriminator for discriminating whether a recording part 
representing a performing part set to a record mode exists in the plurality of parts 
included in the user's performance data: and 

a display manner changer for changing a display manner of the start switch in 
response to a discrimination result. 

13. (Previously Amended) A performance information edit and playback 
method comprising the steps of: 

storing user's performance data containing multiple parts and a plurality of style 
data each of which contain a plurality of constituent parts representing accompaniment; 

allowing a user to arbitrarily select desired style data from among the plurality of 
style data; 

displaying on a screen a performance data window showing contents of the 
multiple parts of the user's performance data and a style data window showing content 
of the desired style data selected by the user; 

allowing the user to copy a constituent part of the desired style data in the style 
data window to a specific part within the multiple parts of the user's performance data in 
the performance data window; 

automatically modifying tone pitches of the copied constituent part of the 
desired style data to suit to chord information that is previously allocated to a chord 
sequence in the performance data window; and 
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automatically adjusting a length of the copied constituent part of the desired 
style data to match with the specific part of the user's performance data by units of 
measures, 

14. (Currently Amended) A machine-readable media storing performance 
information edit and playback programs that cause a computer to perform a method 
comprising th e st e p s of : 

stor i ng a p l ura li ty of stylo data oach of wh i ch conta i ns a p l ura li ty of conct i tuont 
part s r e pr e s e nt i ng accompanim e nt and us e r's porformano e data wh i ch contain mu l t i p l e 
part s ; 

a ll ow i ng a u se r to s el ect dos i rod s ty le data; 

al l ow i ng tho u se r to i nd e p e ndent l y des i gnat e a const i tu e nt part w i th i n tho 
p l ura li ty of const i tuent parts of tho dos i rod sty l o data; and 

a l lowing user to copy tho dos i gnatod const i tuent part of tho dos i rod sty l o data to 
a sp e cif i c part that i s des i gnated by th e user w i th i n th e mu l t i p l e parts of th e usor's 
porformanco data. 

a storage for storing style data having prescribed accompaniment parts and for 
storing user's performance data having accompaniment parts and other performing 
parts (not related to the accompaniment, such as melody parts), wherein the style data 
are fixed and are not rewritten, and the user's performance data are created by a user: 

a selector for selecting one of the accompaniment parts included in the user's 
performance data and the prescribed accompaniment parts included in the style data in

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a playback device for playing back the other performing parts included in the 
user's performance data in parallel with one of the accompaniment parts included in the 
user's performance data and the prescribed accompaniment parts included in the style 
data. 

15. (Previously Amended) A machine-readable media storing performance 
data edit and playback programs that cause a computer to perform a method 
comprising the steps of: 

storing style data containing a plurality of constituent parts and user's 
performance data containing multiple parts; 

allowing a user to alternatively select either a prescribed part within the multiple 
parts of the user's performance data or one of the plurality of constituent parts of the 
style data, 

allowing simultaneous reproduction on either the prescribed part of the user's 
performance data or the constituent part of the style data, which is alternatively 
selected, together with at least one part of the user's performance data excluding the 
prescribed part. 

16. (Currently Amended) A machine-readable media storing performance 
information edit and playback programs that cause a computer to perform a method 
comprising th e st e ps of : 





storing user's porformanc e data that conta i ns mu l t i p i o part e ; 
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a ll ow i ng a user to arb i trar il y sele ct a spoc i f i c part w i th i n th e mu l t i p l e parts of tho 
user's porformancQ data, so that tho usor procoods to rocord i ng of porformanco data on 
tho spoc i f i c part by op e rat i ng a record sw i tch and a start sw i tch; 

d i scr i m i nat i ng wh e th e r a r e cord i ng part roprosont i ng a p e rformance part s e t to a 
record mod e ex i sts w i th i n s a i d mu l t i p le parts form i ng tho us e r's performanc e data ; and

a storage for storing user's performance data including a plurality of parts: 

a part selector for allowing a user to select a specific part within the plurality of 
parts included in the user's performance data, so that the user proceeds to recording of 
performance data on the specific part by operating a record switch and a start switch:

representing a performing part set to a record mode exists in the plurality of parts

a display manner changer for changing a display manner of the start switch in 
response to a discrimination result. 

17. (Previously Amended) A machine-readable media storing performance 
information edit and playback programs that cause a computer to perform a method 
comprising the steps of: 

storing user's performance data containing multiple parts and a plurality of style 
data each of which contain a plurality of constituent parts representing accompaniment; 
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allowing a user to arbitrarily select desired style data from among the plurality of 
style data; 

displaying on a screen a performance data window showing contents of the 
multiple parts of the user's performance data and a style data window showing content 
of the desired style data selected by the user; 

allowing the user to copy a constituent part of the desired style data in the style 
data window to a specific part within the multiple parts of the user's performance data in 
the performance data window; 

automatically modifying tone pitches of the copied constituent part of the 
desired style data to suit to chord information that is previously allocated to a chord 
sequence in the performance data window; and 

automatically adjusting a length of the copied constituent part of the desired 
style data to match with the specific part of the user's performance data by units of 
measures. 
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
